First  Symphony — Brahms 

Johannes  Brahms,  born  in  Hamburg  in  1833,  was  the  son  of  an  orchestral 
contrabass  player,  and  was  trained  for  music  as  a  matter  of  course  from  his 
earliest  years.  He  made  a  concert  tour  as  a  pianist  with  the  violinist  Remenyi, 
taking  along  his  early  compositions;  he  met  Liszt,  and  did  not  get  on  with  him; 
he  was  greeted  by  Schumann  as  the  comin  ggenius,  the  “chosen  youth,  over 
whose  cradle  the  Graces  and  the  Heroes  seem  to  have  kept  watch.”  At  this 
time  he  was  a  tow-haired,  smooth-faced  youth  of  twenty,  stocky  and  vigorous, 
with  blue  eyes  of  great  liquidity  and  depth,  and  a  still  boyish  soprano  voice. 

His  symphony  was  completed  at  the  age  of  43  after  ten  years  of  work.  It 
occupies  a  unique  position  in  the  world  of  music,  for  it  is  not  only  the  first  of  his 
four  symphonies,  but  also  one  of  his  greatest,  by  man  yregarded  as  the  great¬ 
est.  It  is  one  of  the  most  compete  examples  of  his  creative  art  and  thoroughly 
expressive  of  his  personality  and  matured  judgment.

Russian  Folk  Songs — Liadow 

Together  with  Balakirev  and  Liapounow,  Liadow  was  charged  by  the  Im¬ 
perial  Geographical  Society  of  Russia  to  make  researches  into  the  Russian  Folk 
music  of  the  various  districts  throughout  Russia,  the  Caucasus  and  even  in 
Siberia.  The  pieces  played  tonight  are  the  partial  result  of  this  work.  Liadow 
is  not  a  prolific  composer.  He  was  profoundly  influenced  by  his  countryman, 
Chopin.  The  evidence  is  extremely  pronounced  in  his  piano  works,  at  the  same 
time  their  distinctively  Russian  coloring  and  gay,  frequently  humorous  char¬ 
acter,  saves  them  from  the  reproach  of  servile  imitation.  This  is  the  first 
performance  of  the  songs  in  Los  Angeles.

Dances  from  Prince  Igor — Borodin 

Borodin,  besides  being  a  great  composer,  was  a  general  officer  in  the  Rus¬ 
sian  army.  His  two  symphonies  are  frequently  heard.  Prince  Igor  was  his  only 
opera.  It  was  left  unfinished  at  his  death,  but  was  completed  by  the  collabora¬ 
tion  of  Rimsky-Korsakow  and  Glazounow  and  published  in  1889.  The  cheer¬ 
ful  major  coloring  and  healthy  popular  optimism  of  the  opera  form  an  agree¬ 
ably  exception  to  the  usual  somber  tone  of  Russian  opera.  The  Dances  played 
tonight  are  strongly  nationalistic.  This  is  their  first  performance  in  Los  An¬ 
geles  in  their  complete  form.

PROGRAM  NOTES— Continued 

Euryanthe  Overture — Weber 

The  first  performance  of  Euryanthe  took  place  in  Vienna  just  a  hundred 
and  one  years  ago.  The  libretto  was  supplied  by  an  eccentric  poetess  named 
Helmina  von  Chezy  (who  had  also  written  the  text  of  Schubert’s  Rosamunde) 
and  was  based  on  a  story  taken  from  the  Decameron.  The  opera  was  a  com¬ 
plete  failure — incoherent  and  too  long,  but  the  overture  is  as  fresh  and  beau¬ 
tiful  as  anything  Weber  ever  wrote. 

Andante  Cantabile — Tschaikowsky 

Arranged  for  all  the  strings  of  the  orchestra  from  a  quartet  originally 
written  for  four  strings. 

Overture  Solenelle,  1812 — Tschaikowsky 

Written  to  commemorate  the  battle  of  Borodino  between  the  Russians  and 
the  invading  French  under  Napoleon.  The  original  calls  for  a  brass  band  also, 
but  this  concert  arrangement  is  played  always. 

The  Russian  national  airs  and  the  French  Marsellaise  are  the  themes  on 
which  the  whole  work  is  based.  They  are  easily  recognizable  to  the  most  un¬ 
suspecting  ear.

Capriccio  Espagnole — Rimsky-Korsakow 

This  work  was  first  performed  at  Petrograd  in  1887. 

It  is  a  suite  of  five  numbers,  played  without  stopping. 

The  first  movement,  Alborado,  depicts  the  dawn,  and  is  followed  by  varia¬ 
tions  and  working  out  of  the  original  theme. 

Then  follows  the  Alborado  again,  with  different  orchestration  and  other 
changes. 

The  scene  before  the  Gypsy  Song  is  a  series  of  five  cadenzas:  One  for 
drums,  horns  and  trumpets,  the  second  for  violins,  flutes  and  clarinets,  another 
for  flutes-  and  timpani,  and  the  fourth  for  clarinets  and  cymbals.  The  fifth 
and  last  is  for  harps  and  triangle. 

The  Gypsy  Song  fellows  immediately  after  the  Scene.

PROGRAM  NOTES 

Carmen  Suite  No.  2 — Bizet 

Bizet  himself  arranged  for  two  orchestral  vsuites  from  the  principal  pieces 
of  his  most  successful  opera  “Carmen.”  They  contain  the  best  known  features 
of  his  famous  work. 

“Carmen”  was  given  its  first  production  in  Paris  in  1875.  It  was  coldly 
received,  and  Eizet,  who  had  put  his  best  effort  into  its  composition,  was 
broken-hearted.  He  died  three  months  later,  never  knowing  that  the  French 
public  changed  its  opinion  of  the  opera  and  that  the  entire  musical  world  had 
accepted  it  as  one  of  the  masterpieces  of  operatic  literature. 


Tango — Albeniz 

If  any  defense  were  needed  for  the  programming  of  a  popular  dance  of  a 
few  years  ago  at  a  Hollywood  Bowl  symphony  concert,  it  could  be  found  in  the 
strongly  characteristic  manner  and  material  of  the  music  itself.  The  tango 
is  a  Brazilian  dance  which  created  a  furore  in  pre-war  days  and  was  used  in 
every  ball-room.  The  arrangement  for  orchestra  is  by  the  composer. 


Espana — Chabrier 

The  tunes  are  not  original  but  partake  strongly  of  the  Spanish  folk-tune. 
Like  so  many  of  his  countrymen,  Chabrier,  a  PYenchman,  was  strongly  drawn 
to  the  impetuous  Spanish  characteristics.
